Figures For Entire District

Owing to the influenza, the canvass 
for the Victory Loan in both Vulcan 
and Champion districts has been ser¬ 
iously hampered, and this cause has 
also aflfected the total amount sub¬ 
scribed for the Loan, thus far. 

Vulcan has up to date $14,200 as 
her subscription, this collected over a 
period of a full week, or one-third of 
the time. The quota demands that 
should have been subscribed is $60,000 
so that a little over a quarter of what 
should have been done is realized. So 
far there have only been 37 subscrib¬ 
ers. This shows that a large number 
of the small subscriptions have yet 
to come in. There has been no report 
of dissention or antagonism to the 
Loan. On every hand there is a recog¬ 
nition that the Loan is a very satis¬ 
factory investment, in fact, it is the 
best that one could find. A pessimist¬ 
ic tone is here and there to be found, 
in view of the drought. It must be 
admitted, however, that there is noth¬ 
ing with which a man can more read¬ 
ily finance than Victory Bonds.

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OUSTING THE GERMANS 


Announcement that the German 
woollen mills of New Jersey and other ’ 
large manufacturers throughout the 1 
country, with an aggregate value of 
more than $200,000,000, will be sold 
within the next two months to Ameri¬ 
cans, was the answer of A. Mitchell 
Palmer, alien property custodian, to 
the recent note from the German gov¬ 
ernment protesting against the dispo¬ 
sition of former Teuton,owned inter¬ 
ests in the United States. 

German property seized in this 
country totals $800,000,000, and will 
soon reach $14,000,000, as compared 
with $14,000,000 worth of American 
interests taken over in Germany, Mr. 
Palmer said. In line with the govern¬ 
ment’s policy of wiping out all the 
“outposts of kulture” in the United 
States, he added, the former German 
companies will be sold only to per¬ 
sons who can satisfy the advisory 
committee of the alien property office 
of their Americanism. This com¬ 
mission, headed by Otto T. Bannard, 
of New York, also will decide whether 
or not the prices offered are fair. 


CROP SITUATION IN CANADA 

Deliveries in now' grain arc some¬ 
what less in volume than during the 
corresponding period a year ago. This 
is due, to some extent, to the embargo 
placed on shipments from Alberta, 
where the Food Controller deems it 
necessary to hold all wheat until the 
seed requirements for the next season 
are fully determind. Actual thresh¬ 
ing returns are of a more promising 
character than was hoped for earlier 
•in the season, and it will now be pos¬ 
sible to ship 100,000 bushels of wheat 
before the close of navigation, with a 
probability that there will still be 40,- 
000,000 bushels out of this season’s 
crop available for overseas shipment. 
If 100 be taken as representing the 
average yield, the cond'tion of the 
other principal crops is as follows: 
Mixed grain 100, buckwheat 91, corn 
for husking 87, roots 96, corn for fod¬ 
der 96, sugar beets 94. 

In Net^ Brunswick and Manitoba 
the yield of potatoes was exceptionally 
good, the latter province having a crop 
of about 10,000,000 bushels. 

The field crops as a whole, despite 
an unusual rainfall and early froFls,” 
will be about the average. In the 
west farmers are preparing a large 
acreage for next year, and reports in¬ 
dicate that the amount of summer 
fallowing has been above normal. — ; 
Bank of Commerce Monthly Circular.

Owing to the influenza epidemic, 1 
and because so many employees of the ' 
company are on the sick list, the 
Canadian Pacific Railway has decided , 
to reduce the train service somewhat. 

, Travelling has also been very much 
lighter since the epidemic commenced, 
and this fact helped the company to¬ 
ward their decision. 

Instead of the train each way daily 
on the Aldersyde-Lcthbridge line there 
is only one train one way. The trains 
611, Medicine Hat to Calgary, and 612 
Calgary to Medicine Hat will run tri¬ 
weekly until further notice. The 
train from Medicine Hat to Calgary 
will run on Mondays, Wednesdays and 
Fridays, and 512, Calgary to Medicine 
Hat, runs Tuesdays, Thursdays and 
Saturdays. 

The service between Calgary and 
Edmonton is also reduced temporarily 

It is understood that therdfere over 
130 cases of influenza among the em¬ 
ployees of the C.P.R. on the Aldersyde 
Lethbridge division, and that there 
havo been several deaths during the 
jiast few days.

ing Situation; Says The 
Worst Is Over Now 

That the worst of the influenza is 
behind us and the remainder easily 
overcome with due regard to caution, 
is thi opinion of the Health Officer. 
The number of cases has greatly de¬ 
clined during the past week, and al¬ 
though the trouble is not yet wiped 
out, there is every hope of its being 
so provided that the same care is ex¬ 
ercised as has been practiced during 
the part week. Many people in the 
town and district have been down with 
it, but they are either well or almost 
so. The danger, however, is not what 
we have in town, but the infection that 
may be contracted from travellers, 
thore going out or coming into town. 
One person may bring as great a 
trouble into tod^i as has just been over 
come. Therefore the Health Officer 
warns people against taking any risks 
or assuming an attitude of indiffer¬ 
ence. The epidemic is not yet over in 
other centres and while it lasts there 
is always a chance of contagion.

Many have been giown potatoes 
this year who have never did so before 
and consequently will be unfamiliar 
with the best methods of protecting 
the crop. 

Owing to the excessive rains this 
autumn, potatoes in some districts 
have become infected with rot, and 
many have been harvested under un¬ 
favourable conditions. In many in¬ 
stances they have been fiored in cel¬ 
lars before being properly dried. Po¬ 
tatoes showing any indication of rot 
should r.ot be stored with sound ones. 
This is especially true if these are 
abnormal conditions of moisture, as 
such conditions will cause a greefer 
activity of the fungus and consequent¬ 
ly, quicker rotting of the potatoes. 

Potatoes should be stored in as dry 
and cool a place as possible withoi * 
'freezing. The drier they can be kept 
the less rot will develop. 

This year, especially, potatoes 
should be carefully sorted within from 
three to four weeks after storing in 
the cellar, .'hose showing any signs of 
developing rot being discarded. This

NOTICE TO SOLDIERS ON HARVEST LEAVE. 


Attention is directed to a recent announcement published 
in the Press by the Military Service Branch, Department 
of Justice, regarding extensions to be granted to men 
EXEMPTED AS FARMERS. 

It is pointed out that this DOES NOT IN ANY WAY 
AFFECT MEN WHO HAVE BEEN ORDERED BY THE 
REGISTRAR TO REPORT to Depot Battalions and who 
have thereafter received leave of absence from the Military 
Authorities. 

Once a man has been ordered to report for duty by the 
Registrar he leaves the jurisdiction of the Registrar and comes 
under that of the Department of Militia and Defence, and is to 
tie considered as a soldier. This applies to men of the 20 to 22 
Class who have been ordered to report by the Registrar in 
virtue of the cancellation of exemptions by Order-in-Council of 
the 20th April last, as well as to those ordered to report in the 
usual way on refusal of claim for exemption, or on Expiration 
of exemption granted. 

All men, accordingly, who have been ordered to report, and 
are therefore SOLDIERS, and who have subsequently been 
granted harvest leave by the military authorities, MUST, 
NOTWITHSTANDING THE NOTICE ABOVE RE¬ 
FERRED TO, REPORT ON THE EXPIRATION OF 
THAT LEAVE, unless they are notified to the contrary by 
their Commanding Officer or by general notice published by 
the Department of Militia and Defence.

The Ontario farmers object to gov¬ 
ernment by order-in-council, but ad¬ 
mit that order-in-council government 
may be necessary in war time when 
things have to be done hurriedly to 
meet situations arising suddenly ami 
that have to be handled without delay. 
The farmers also ask that orders-in- 
council should be introduced in parlia¬ 
ment for ratification. There can he no 
exception to that idea. 

It might be well to remember ihat 
the Ontario farmers strongly protest¬ 
ed at the time against the order-in¬ 
council cancelling exemptions. We 
now find them admitting that in ex¬ 
ceptional circumstances orders-in- 
council may be warranted. The or¬ 
der-in-council relating to the cancel¬ 
lation of exemptions was brought 
about by an exceptional circumstance, 
the big German drive of last spring. 
Could there be any more exceptional 
circumstances than that ? It had to he 
met quickly and drastically. The gov¬ 
ernment passed the order-in-council 
and they went further and secured 
the ratification of parliament, but the 
Ontario farmers protested emphatic¬ 
ally at the time. 

They now practically concede that 
an order-in-council is sometimes war¬ 
ranted and the demand that such or- 
ders-in-council should be ratified by 
parliament, was met in the particular 
instance of the cancellation of exemp¬ 
tions.—Lethbridge Herald.

EMPLOYMENT OF MEN IN DEFAULT 
UNDEN THE MILITARY 
SERVICE ACT. 

The following Regulations, recently approved by 
the Governor General in Council, impose strict 
obligations upon every employer TO ASSURE HIM¬ 
SELF THAT EACH OF HIS EMPLOYEES OF 
MILITARY AGE AND DESCRIPTION IS IN 
POSSESSION OF DOCUMENTS PROVING 
THAT HE IS NOT IN ANY WAY IN DEFAULT 
UNDER THE MILITARY SERVICE ACT. 

An employer who is charged with having a 
defaulter in his employ must be able to prove 
THAT THE MILITARY SERVICE PAPERS 
ISSUED BY THE REGISTRAR OR MILITARY 
AUTHORITIES TO THE EMPLOYEE IN QUES¬ 
TION WERE PRODUCED FOR HIS INSPEC¬ 
TION at the time when the employee was taken into 
his employment, and that it was reasonably estab¬ 
lished to his satisfaction that the man was not in 
default under the Military Service Act. It should be 
clearly understood that the Canadian Registration 
Certificates given on June 22, 1918, at the time of 
general registration, in no way define the status of a 
man under the Military Service Act.

NO DANGER OF COAL FAMINE 


The monthly allotment of sugar in 
the United States has been increased 
from two pounds to three pounds per 
capita. This must not be taken to 
mean that conservation of sugar is not 
as important now as ever it was. 
While the situation has improved the 
need for greater export in other lines 
is no less marked. 


There is no danger of a coal famine 
in the west the coming winter, accord¬ 
ing to views of local coal operators. 
The west is pretty well stocked up 
with coal, and owing to the long open 
fall these stocks have not been drawn 
upon to any great extent. While ord¬ 
ers in local mines are sufficient to 
keep the present shifts working to 
capacity, yet there is no congestion, 
and word from Manitoba is to the ef¬ 
fect that the market there is well 
stocked up. 

There has been a slackening off of 
orders among some of the district 
mines within the past week or so, and 
wprd is to the effect that the Drum- 
heller field is very quiet also. In 
view of these conditions, there is not 
the slightest prospect of a fuel fam¬ 
ine.

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Instructions Regarding Care 
of Sick Persons 


Since thousands of people are nursing influer.ra 
patients in the province, the following insliucticrs 
will be of value: 

I— Fresh air is the most essential requisite to the 
comfort and well-being of patients, no matter 
how ill. 

2 Rest in bed for three days after fever has gor e 
is urged to prevent complications. 

3—Pmnnv-i > cases should not be kept in the same 
room with uncomplicated Influenza cases. 

4 Nourishing food at regular intervals. 

5— Plenty of water or I.t-monade. 

6— Geneial Unworried Service: Avoid chattering, 
nagging or questioning; anticipate wants of 
sickest patients, convalescents usually ask for 
what they want; keep the patients in isolated 
room, in-separate beds; keep patient in bed all 
the time (this means patient should not get up 
to go to the bathroom); two or three pillows 
arranged step fashion, the lowest well under 
the shoulders, will make breathing easier; keep 
the arms and shoulders well covered; ventilate 
the room freely; at the outset, headache and 
ba'kaehe are frequent; Cold cloths, (moist, but 
not dripping) to the head, changed frequently 
give some reiief; avoid anything that might 

—cause the slightest chill. 


CARE OF MOUTH—A mouth wash every few houis 
and cold cream to the lips help to keep the mouth in a nor¬ 
mal condition. ~ 

If patient is extremely weak, swab the teeth carefully 
with moistened cotton applications three times daily. 

COUGH Patient should keep mouth covered when 
coughing. Paper napkins or three thicknesses of toilet pa¬ 
per, used only once, are safer and better than handker¬ 
chiefs. Keep a small paper bag pinned to bedside, within’ 
easy reach of patient’s hand, to receive the used napkins. 
Change bag at least twice dai!y,-er whenever it Toecomes 
half full. 

The invisible 3pray from the mouth and ’nose during 
coughing and sneezing ja as dangerous as % visible expector¬ 
ation, Convalescent patients can be masked; weak patients 
are annoyed by them. 

FO^D For the unhappy feverish patients, liquid diet, 
hot or cold as preferred—milk, lemonade, weakTea and cof¬ 
fee, broths. For the convalescent patients not fevemh, 
soft diet—gruels, cooked cereals milk toast, jellies, soft 
boiled eggs, etc. 

Food may be kept warm in a Thermos bottle. 

All patients should drink some water every hour when 
awake. 

PRECAU1 IONS—All mouth washes, bath water, exeta 
and uneaten liquid food should oe thrown into the toilet by 
the attendant. 

- CSTTbags, napkins, scraps of uneaten food, mouth swab! 
etc., should be wrapped in clean newspaper before being 
carried to the kitchen to be destroyed by burning. 

All linen—sheets, masks, towels, etc., should be sub¬ 
merged in a la 'ge kettle of cold water in the sickroom, or 
put it in a pillow slip or laundry bag. This can be safely 
carried to the kitchen stove, and when contents have been 
boiled five minu'.es anyone may finish caring for the linen. 
When attendant cannot stop to wash her own hands, door 
knob9, faucets, etc, should be protected by scraps of news¬ 
paper, which may be destroyed after each using. Atten¬ 
dants must be constantly masked, must wear big allover 
aprons in s ekroom, changing it to a different <Ine always 
before e-itering any other part of the house. Attendant 
must have facilities for washing her own hands, scap, nail 
-brush and paper towels in clean place, and never touch the 
patient or patient's utensils without afterward cleansing her 
own hands thoroughly. Running water is better and safer 
than a basin of weak disinfectant kept for the hands alone, 

Everything used for the patient should be kept separate 
from the supplies for the rest of the household. This means 
dishes, bed linen, bath wraps, towels, face cloth, rocking 
chair, etc. 

Fa milies can help visiting nurses and aids by having 
hot water, towels and newspapers ready when nurses are 
expected.
